Timeline  History  of  the 
Boston  Pops 

1885 

Emulating  continental  garden 
concerts,  the  BSO  establishes  the 
first  Promenade  Concert  at  the 
old  Boston  Music  Hall.  It's  the 
start  of  a  great  American  musical 
tradition. 

1899 

The  Promenade  Concerts  become 
more  “American”  with  more 
American  music  and  the  adoption 
of  John  Philip  Sousa’s  “The  Stars 
and  Stripes  Forever!"  as  its  regular 
grand  finale. 

1900 

With  the  infusion  of  more 
“popular”  American  music  in  its 
programs,  the  Promenade 
Concerts  are  now  officially  known 
as  the  “Pops.” 

1930 

After  several  decades  of  European 
conductors,  the  BSO  appoints 
American-born  Arthur  Fiedler,  a 
violist  in  the  orchestra,  to  take  up 
the  baton. 

For  the  next  50  years,  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for  the 
twentieth  century,  bringing  music 
to  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles 
River  with  free  Esplanade 
Concerts,  and  rousing  audiences 
with  symphonic  jazz  and 
Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  “The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,"  in  its  first 
recordings.  “Jalousie”  becomes 
the  first  orchestral  record  to  sell 
more  than  a  million  copies.

The  2005  Boston  Pops  season  marks  Keith  Lockhart’s 
Tenth  Anniversary  Season  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor. 
During  his  decade  with  the  orchestra,  Mr.  Lockhart  has 
honored  the  Boston  Pops’  proud  history  while  breaking 
new  ground  at  this  venerable  American  institution.  In 
February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  20th  conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its  founding  in  1885. 
During  his  tenure,  he  has  conducted  more  than  800  con¬ 
certs  and  made  61  television  shows,  including  38  new 
programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops;  the  annual  July 
Fourth  spectacular,  produced  by  CBS4  in  Boston  and 
shown  nationally  on  CBS  Television;  and  the  orchestra’s 
annual  holiday  special,  produced  and  aired  in  Boston  on 
CBS4.The  Boston  Pops’  2002  July  Fourth  broadcast  was  nominated  for  an  Emmy 
Award  for  Outstanding  Classical  Music/Dance  Program,  and  the  2002  Evening  at  Pops 
telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three”  won  the  2002  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television 
Broadcast  category.  Keith  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  24  national  tours,  four 
overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea,  and  in  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Under  his 
direction  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  in  concert  halls 
and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  In  September  2004  Mr.  Lockhart  and  the  orches¬ 
tra  appeared  live  on  national  television  with  Sir  Elton  John  during  the  NFL  Season 
Kickoff  special.  In  February  2002  Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pregame 
show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  In  February 
2004  he  led  the  first  Boston  Pops  concert  at  New  York’s  Radio  City  Music  Hall  since 
the  Fiedler  era.  In  November  2004  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  released  Sleigh 
Ride,  the  first  self-produced  recording  in  the  orchestra’s  history  and  Keith  Lockhart’s 
ninth  Boston  Pops  recording  in  10  seasons  with  the  orchestra.  Sleigh  Ride  includes 
12  holiday  favorites  performed  as  only  the  Boston  Pops  can,  and  is  available  online 
through  www.bostonpops.org.  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — Runnin’ Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn 
Miller  (1996),  American  Visions  (1997),  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album 
(February  1998 Holiday  Pops  (September  1998),  A  Splash  of  Pops  (1999),  Encore! 
(March  2000),  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album  (September  2000), 
and  My  Favorite  Things-A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration  (April  2002). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman 
University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr. 
Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate 
conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music 
director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the 
2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a  guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  con¬ 
ducted  the  major  symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles, 
Minnesota,  Montreal,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  Singapore, Toronto,  and 
Vancouver.  He  opened  the  2002-03  Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a  gala  concert 
featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo  Ma,  and  returned  to  Saint  Louis  in  September  2004;  he  led  the 
Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin  on  New  Year’s  Eve  2002  and  the 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in  June  2003.  Recent  engagements  include 
successful  appearances  with  the  Baltimore,  Edmonton, Toronto,  Columbus,  and 
Cincinnati  symphonies,  and  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  with  Puccini’s  Tosca  in 
spring  2004.  Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major  opera  production, 
Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and 
debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic.

About  Jeux  Deux 

Jeux  Deux  for  HyperPiano  and  Orchestra  (2005)  by  Tod  Machover  (b.1953) 
with  interactive  images  by  Marc  Downie 

Jeux  Deux  by  Tod  Machover  is  a  concerto  for  HyperPiano  and  Orchestra,  commissioned  by  Keith 
Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops,  who  are  presenting  the  premiere  and  subsequent  performances  at 
Symphony  Hall  this  month  with  pianist  Michael  Chertock.  The  title  is  a  playful  reference  to  Debussy’s 
Jeux ,  which  is  a  spiritual  antecedent  of  the  new  piece,  as  well  as  being  (almost)  French  for  “2-person 
game,”  reflecting  the  work’s  back-and-forth  dialogue  between  piano  and  orchestra  and  between  soloist 
and  hyperized  piano.  Jeux  Deux  represents  a  new  phase  in  Machover’s  Hyperinstrument  work,  since 
both  piano  and  orchestra  are  purely  acoustic  with  no  amplification  or  electronic  enhancement.  Instead, 
the  solo  instrument  is  a  Yamaha  Disklavier  Grand  which  records  and  plays  back  with  great  musical  and 
performance  accuracy.  With  the  addition  of  hyperinstrument  software,  the  Disklavier  can  also  augment, 
transform,  or  splinter  music  played  by  the  soloist.  This  HyperPiano  thus  becomes  a  formidable  foil,  at 
times  weaving  intricate  contrapuntal  embellishments,  at  others  creating  cascading  textures  that  seem  to 
envelop  the  entire  orchestra.  Jeux  Deux  is  composed  of  three  compact  movements  played  without 
break.  The  first  movement  is  like  a  rapidly  flowing  mountain  stream,  quiet  and  slightly  mysterious; 
the  second  movement  is  slow  and  melodic,  with  suggestions  of  gentle  birdsong;  in  the  final  move¬ 
ment,  these  “birds”  break  into  a  jaunty,  faintly  gallic  melody,  with  piano  and  orchestra  building  togeth¬ 
er  to  a  wild  finale.  Another  special  feature  of  Jeux  Deux  is  a  live  visual  component  designed  by  excit¬ 
ing  young  interactive  artist  Marc  Downie.  Projected  on  large-screen  above  the  orchestra,  these  sinuous 
images  follow  the  soloist’s  notes  and  gestures,  providing  subtle  visual  reinforcement  of  the  music’s 
form  and  continuity,  as  well  as  magnification  of  delicate  touch  and  virtuosic  “hyperization.” 

Tod  Machover 

Tod  Machover’s  music  is  highly  regarded  for  breaking  traditional  artistic  and  cultural  boundaries,  offering 
a  unique  and  innovative  synthesis  of  acoustic  and  electronic  sound,  of  symphony  orchestras  and  inter¬ 
active  computers,  and  of  operatic  arias  and  rock  songs.  Machover  is  also  noted  for  inventing  new 
technology  for  music,  especially  his  hyperinstruments  that  use  smart  computers  to  augment  musical 
expression  and  creativity.  He  has  designed  these  hyperinstruments  for  some  of  the  world’s  greatest 
musicians,  from  Yo-Yo  Ma  to  Prince,  as  well  as  for  the  general  public  and  for  children,  as  in  the  Toy 
Symphony  project,  which  was  launched  in  Europe  in  spring  2002  and  toured  the  United  States  and  Asia 
during  the  2002-03  season.  Machover  received  his  degrees  in  musical  composition  from  the  Juilliard 
School,  where  he  studied  with  Elliott  Carter  and  Roger  Sessions.  From  1978  to  1985  he  was  Director  of 
Musical  Research  at  Pierre  Boulez’s  IRCAM  institute  in  Paris.  Since  1985  he  has  worked  at  the  MIT  Media 
Lab  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  he  is  currently  Professor  of  Music  and  Media  and  head  of  the 
Lab’s  Opera  of  the  Future  group.  He  is  also  a  Founding  Member  of  Media  Lab  Europe  in  Dublin.  Tod 
Machover’s  music  has  been  performed  and  commissioned  by  many  of  the  world’s  most  prestigious  arts 
institutions,  including  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  the  San  Francisco  Symphony,  the  Centre  Pompidou, 
the  London  Sinfonietta,  Houston  Grand  Opera,  Lincoln  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  the  Ensemble 
InterContemporain  (Paris),  the  Ensemble  Modern  (Frankfurt),  and  the  Tokyo  String  Quartet.  His  work 
has  received  numerous  awards  and  prizes,  including  a  “Chevalier  de  l’Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres,” 
one  of  France’s  highest  cultural  honors,  and  the  first  DigiGlobe  Prize  in  Interactive  Media  from  the 
German  government.  He  has  composed  five  operas,  including  the  science  fiction  VALIS,  the  celebrat¬ 
ed  audience-interactive  Brain  Opera  (permanently  installed  at  Vienna’s  House  of  Music),  and  the 
more  traditional  Resurrection ,  released  on  CD  by  Albany  Records.  Composer-in-Residence  with  the 
American  Composers  Orchestra  at  Carnegie  Hall, Tod  Machover  is  working  on  opera  projects  for  the 
Opera  de  Monte-Carlo,  New  York  City  Opera,  and  Los  Angeles  Opera. 


Guest  Artists 


Michael  Chertock 

Pianist  Michael  Chertock  has  fashioned  a  successful  career  as  an 
orchestral  soloist,  collaborating  with  conductors  such  as  James  Conlon, 
Jaime  Laredo,  Keith  Lockhart,  Erich  Kunzel,  and  Andrew  Litton.  His  many 
orchestral  appearances  include  solo  performances  with  the  Philadelphia 
Orchestra,  l’Orchestre  Symphonique  du  Montreal,  the  Toronto  Symphony, 
the  Baltimore  Symphony,  the  Naples  Philharmonic,  the  Detroit  Symphony, 
the  Chattanooga  Symphony,  the  Utah  Symphony,  the  Oregon  Symphony, 
the  Indianapolis  Symphony,  and  the  Dayton  Philharmonic.  In  January 
2005  Mr.  Chertock  performed  Gershwin’s  Concerto  in  F  with  Mr. 
Lockhart  and  the  National  Youth  Orchestra  of  London.  He  has  toured  Asia 
with  the  Boston  Pops  and  with  the  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestra.  His  2003 
performance  on  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra’s  recording  of 
Petrouchka  with  Paavo  Jarvi  generated  rave  reviews  in  Gramophone  and  American  Record  Guide. 
Michael  Chertock  made  his  Carnegie  Hall  debut  in  1999  with  the  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestra,  performing 
Duke  Ellington’s  New  World  A’ Cornin’ .  This  evening  he  performs  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  the 
world  premiere  of  Tod  Machover’s  Jeux  Deux ,  commissioned  by  the  Boston  Pops  expressly  for  Mr. 
Chertock.  Michael  Chertock  first  performed  publicly  at  the  age  of  eleven,  and  at  age  fourteen  he 
performed  on  live  television  in  Guam.  At  seventeen,  he  performed  Rachmaninoff’s  Piano  Concerto 
No.  3  with  Andrew  Litton.  In  1994  he  released  Cinematic  Piano,  his  first  compact  disc  on  theTelarc 
label,  a  collection  of  his  original  arrangements  of  music  from  the  movies. The  recording  has  sold  more 
than  30,000  units  worldwide.  Since  then  he  has  recorded  three  more  discs  withTelarc — Palace  of  the 
Winds,  Christmas  at  the  Movies,  and  Love  At  the  Movies — which  have  been  praised  for  their  lush, 
original  arrangements  and  exquisite  technical  facility.  Mr.  Chertock  began  conducting  in  2001  when 
he  stepped  in  for  Maestro  Carmon  De  Leone  in  performances  of  Cincinnati  Ballet’s  The  Nutcracker. 
Currently  conductor  of  the  Blue  Ash-Montgomery  Symphony,  located  in  suburban  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 

Mr.  Chertock  frequently  composes  and  arranges  music  for  that  orchestra’s  concerts.  He  also  serves  as 
Artistic  Director  of  Linton  Music’s  Peanut  Butter  and  Jam  Sessions,  an  interactive  music  series  geared 
toward  children  aged  two  to  five.  In  June  2004  Mr.  Chertock  was  appointed  assistant  professor  of  piano 
at  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  College-Conservatory  of  Music,  where  he  received  his  master’s  degree 
as  a  student  of  Frank  Weinstock.  He  has  garnered  numerous  awards  at  major  competitions,  among  them 
the  top  prize  in  the  1989  Joanna  Hodges  International  Piano  Competition  (Brahms  Division),  and  the 
grand  prize  in  the  1993  St.  Charles  International  Piano  Competition.  He  also  shared  the  silver  medal  in 
the  1991  World  Piano  Competition  of  the  American  Music  Scholarship  Association.  He  received  the 
Rildia  B.  O’Bryon  Cliburn  Scholarship  in  1986.  His  upcoming  engagements  include  solo  performances 
with  the  Chattanooga  Symphony,  the  San  Diego  Symphony,  and  the  Cincinnati  Pops  Orchestra.  Michael 
Chertock  makes  his  home  in  Cincinnati,  where  he  is  principal  keyboardist  with  the  Cincinnati 
Symphony  Orchestra.  Most  Sundays  you  can  find  him  playing  the  organ  for  services  at  St.  Barnabas 
Episcopal  Church,  where  he  also  directs  a  music  ministry  for  prisons. 


Natalie  MacMaster 

The  recipient  of  eleven  East  Coast  Music  Awards,  including  2002 
Entertainer  of  the  Year,  Natalie  MacMaster  has  been  named  Fiddle 
Player  of  the  Year  the  past  five  consecutive  years  by  the  Canadian 
Country  Music  Awards.  She  has  won  two  Juno  Awards  (Canada’s 
equivalent  of  the  Grammy),  and  received  a  Grammy  nomination  for  the 
album  My  Roots  Are  Showing  in  2002.  Her  other  albums  include  In  My 
Hands  and  Blueprint.  She  has  shared  the  live  performance  stage  with 
acts  ranging  from  Carlos  Santana  to  the  Chieftains,  Paul  Simon  to 
Luciano  Pavarotti,  Alison  Krauss  to  Mark  O’Connor,  and  dozens  of 
world-class  symphony  orchestras.  She  performed  on  ABC  Television’s 
New  Year’s  Eve  broadcast  at  the  special  request  of  one  of  her  greatest 
fans,  host  Peter  Jennings.  She  has  created,  financed,  and  produced  her 
own  nationally  broadcast  network  TV  special.  Two  of  her  CDs  have  charted  on  Billboard' sTop  20 
Selling  World  Music  charts.  Four  of  her  previous  five  CD  releases  have  been  certified  “gold”  (50,000+ 
sales)  in  Canada.  Her  exhaustive  touring  schedule  has  taken  her  from  stages  in  Hawaii  to  Antarctica, 
Alaska  to  Japan,  from  Scotland  to  Italy,  Germany  to  the  Hollywood  Bowl  and  beyond.  She  is  often 
referred  to  as  “the  busiest  woman  in  the  Canadian  music  business.”  TV,  radio,  and  print  advertising 
campaigns  have  featured  and  incorporated  her  music  and  image,  as  well  as  countless  charities  and 
fundraisers  big  and  small  alike.  Having  made  her  Boston  Pops  debut  in  2003,  she  returned  last  year 
for  a  performance  taped  for  Evening  at  Pops.  Natalie  MacMaster  is  not  just  a  fiddle  player.  She’s  a 
world-class  dancer,  internationally  renowned  concert  performer,  and  one  heck  of  a  down-to-earth 
person.  What  music  is  to  Natalie  MacMaster  is  evident  in  the  eyes  and  on  the  faces  of  her  fans  during 
any  of  her  concerts;  the  sheer  joy  of  performance;  the  absolute  love  of  the  music;  an  unspoken 
knowledge  that  something  special  is  being  shared.  As  a  nine-year-old  growing  up  in  the  musically  and 
culturally  rich  community  of  Troy,  Inverness  County,  Cape  Breton  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  Canada,  she  was 
perfectly  placed  to  get  her  start.  It  was  at  nine  that  she  first  picked  up  the  fiddle  and  our  exciting 
journey  began.  It  continues  still. 


Festival  Chorus 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970, 
when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and 
choral  activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Made  up  of  mem¬ 
bers  who  donate  their  services,  and  originally  formed  for  perform¬ 
ances  at  the  BSO’s  summer  home,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
is  now  the  official  chorus  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  year- 
round,  performing  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood.  The 
chorus  has  also  performed  with  the  Boston  Symphony  in  Europe 
under  Bernard  Haitink  and  in  the  Far  East  under  Seiji  Ozawa.  It  can 
be  heard  on  Boston  Symphony  recordings  under  Ozawa  and  Haitink, 
and  on  recordings  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  under  Keith 
Lockhart  (most  recently  on  the  Pops’  new  holiday  recording,  Sleigh 
Ride )  and  John  Williams,  as  well  as  on  the  soundtracks  to  Clint 
Eastwood’s  Mystic  River,  Steven  Spielberg’s  Saving  Private  Ryan,  and  John  Sayles’s  Silver  City.  In 
addition,  members  of  the  chorus  have  performed  Beethoven’s  Ninth  Symphony  with  Zubin  Mehta 
and  the  Israel  Philharmonic  at  Tanglewood  and  at  the  Mann  Music  Center  in  Philadelphia,  and  have 
participated  in  a  Saito  Kinen  Festival  production  of  Britten’s  Peter  Grimes  under  Seiji  Ozawa  in 
Japan.  In  February  1998,  singing  from  the  General  Assembly  Hall  of  the  United  Nations,  the  chorus 
represented  the  United  States  in  the  Opening  Ceremonies  of  the  1998  Winter  Olympics  when  Mr. 
Ozawa  led  six  choruses  on  five  continents,  all  linked  by  satellite,  in  Beethoven’s  Ode  to  Joy.  The 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gives  its  own  Friday-evening  Prelude  Concert  each  summer  in  Seiji 
Ozawa  Hall  and  performed  its  debut  program  at  Jordan  Hall  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  in  May  2004. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver  was  for  many  years  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  MIT  Chamber  Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  and  a  senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT. 
Mr.  Oliver  founded  the  John  Oliver  Chorale  in  1977;  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  the 
New  Japan  Philharmonic  and  Berkshire  Choral  Institute;  and  has  prepared  the  choruses  for  per¬ 
formances  led  by  Andre  Previn  of  Britten’s  Spring  Symphony  with  the  NHK  Symphony  in  Japan 
and  of  Brahms’s  Ein  deutsches  Requiem  at  Carnegie  Hall.  He  made  his  Boston  Symphony  con¬ 
ducting  debut  in  August  1985  and  led  the  orchestra  most  recently  in  July  1998.
